It was announced at ringside that Molina's next 
opponent would be Bandit Ben Medina from Fresno. 

The Bandit is a big drawing card around Fresno 
and is also undefeated-Molina is a rugged type of 
fighter-he is strong, takes a good punch and I need 
not tell anyone that has seen him fight that he packs 
a mean punch In either hand. The Bandit I do not be¬ 
lieve can take Molina's continuous punching for 
ten rounds. He does not have enough experience to 
stay away from Molina. I'll pick Louie to stop the 
winning streak of the popular Bandit Medina when 
they meet.
